In spite of the rumours of the bad result of the elections, the 
fascinations of the two renowned names of Sontag and Thalberg 
were sufficient to attract an assemblage as splendid, as crowded, 
and as smiling as we ever saw within the walls of any theatre. ‘Lhe 
programme was brief, consisting of six morceaux—only six, but 
they wore all chefs @auvre. Mme. Sontag commenced the soirée 
with Bellini’s “ Casta diva,” to the lovely andante of which, familiar 
as it was to every learer, her chaste and delicious tones imparted 
new tenderness and beauty, while into the allegro she threw a 
shower of ornaments of indescribable brillianey. M. Thalberg was 
announced to play two morceaux, but the enthusiasm of the public 
exacted three, and but for de cency’s sake they would have had a 
fourth! The first piece was a fantasia on Auber’s “ La Muette,” 
a composition of his own, into which he throws a colouring and a 
sentiment ot the most varied and yxhilarating kind. He was warmly 
applauded ; but it was in his variations upon Donizetti’s ‘ Elisir 
d’Amore”’ that he displayed all the miracies of his skill. In the 
midst of a tempest of the most imposing grandeur, while the piano 
thunders aud trembles under the rapidity of his fingering, his per- 
fect ease and facility give an air of self-enjoyment to his task quite 
delightful to look upon, 

The Court of Assizes of the Drome, a few days ago, tried a young 
man named Monge for the murder of his mother and wife. He 
had long lived on had terms with both, and in 1848 was condemned 
to imprisonment for beating the former.

a convulsive movement atid fell senseless to the ground.

We hear, from good authority (says the United Service 
Gazette), that the Queen will not extend her marine excursion so 
far as Gibraltar this year. ‘The royal yacht, as soon as com- 
pletely fitted with her new boilers, will make a trial trip to the 
celebrated rock, testing thereby her ability and facility to make the 
passage; and in the summer of 1851 her Majesty will undertake the 
voyage.

In its erection, it is evident, greater regard has been paid to dura- 
bility of structure than to elegance of design ; yet, destitute as it 
is of that exceeding richness and delicacy of style which distinguish 
the modern mansions of the sons of affluence, the castle, with its 
towers and battlements, presents a very grand and imposing 
appearance, Which cannot fail to make a deep impression upon the 
beholder—an impression which the surrounding scenery, though in 
its general aspect rather bold and rugged than beautiful and sub- 
lime, is by no means calculated to diminish. 

Though to the admirer of the luxuriant richness of Italian vales 
the situation of Moreton Castle would, perhaps, present little “ to 
interest and cheer,” the prospect from its battlemented towers is 
such as the lover of picturesque 
scenery cannot but regard with 
mingled emotions of admiration 
and delight. To the right may 
be seen, gently meandering at the 
foot of an adjacent mountain, one 
of those beautifully limpid streams 
with which Scotia’s loved vales 
abound—exhibiting in its serpen- 
tine course a surface now broad 
and expanded, now narrow and 
confined, until its glassy bosom, 
becoming gradually more and 
more indistinct, is finally lost in 
the distance; and on the left may 
be observed, still farther distant, 
an extensive heath, scattered over,

MEDIA\VVAL EMBROIDERY. 
No. 6 


In my last number I promised to explain the method of executing 
at very magnificent style of embroidery on velvet which has 
attracted so much attention of late years. The materials used in 
working it are velvet, of one or more colours, strained over holland ; 
gold-colour silk, made expressly for this work; bullion, of various 
patterns; gold beading, floss silk, and, for further enrichment, 
pearls and gems may be added, though they are by no means 
Necessary ; also cardboard or parchment, 
cut into patterns, to be worked over. The 
method of executing this splendid work 
‘ simple enough. Strain the holland 
yahtly in a frame, lay upon it velvet, and 
ie it down evenly upon the holland ; 
lan or trace the pattern on cardboard, 
ache ona board or piece oftin, and, with 
} Sharp penknife, cut it out. This is the 
Cast pleasant part of the work, and re- 
mes more strength of wrist and dex- 
Pas in using the knife than can be, 
alt from every lady. For the com- 
ort of those who do not like this laborious 
vee of the work, I beg to say that pat- 
whee cut out in card may be obtained, 
; en expressly ordered, at Mrs. Powell’s, 
) Masy-row, Birmingham; and at Miss 
erry’s, Baker - street, London. The 
cardboard pattern is laid upon the velvet 
and tacked down with very fine cotton to 
deve it steady, Then begins the embroi- 
ery piipetly so called. The material 
hat 8 thick silk—made on purpose for 
§ work—having exactly the appearance, 
When seen in sufficient quantity, of dead 
Bo d. The needles are made on purpose, 
90, having sharp points and an elliptical 
eye; they are as large as wool needles, 
and the eye much larger, to prevent fret- 
ting the silk. The needle is put in first 
te the reverse side of the frame, of course, 
tought to the surface, and back again, in 
the common embroidery stitch generally 
used for working flowers on satin, cloth, 
«ec. The chief difficulty arises in turning 
corners, covering points neatly, &c. Prac- 
“ce will soon overcome this, as the diffi- 
culty is one of a purely mechanical nature, 
and would cost a neat embroideress in any 
style no trouble at all, When the whole 
"e the cardboard is covered, the work is 
nished enough for any article of common 
Use; but, to complete it properly, it is 
Necessary to sew on, round the edge of the 
work, gold beading (or gold pearl, as it is 
Sometimes called). Before putting it on 
it should be pulled gently, so as to stretch 
iva little, a very little. This makes room 
for the silk with which it is sewn on to 
pass between the beading, in order to be 
out of sight. ‘The silk used for sewing on 
should be gold colour, and very fine. 
There is a kind made for this purpose, 
which I have mentioned before as used 
for grounding mediwval embroidery (Nos. 
Sand 4). ‘The beading is to be laid down 
on'the work, held close to the embroidery, 
and sewn on at the edge: a few stitches 
here and there will suffice ; and if the silk 
shows it must be pushed in between the 
beading with the point of aneedle. It is 
hardly necessary to say that a fine common 
8eWing-needle is to be used. I have now 
explained the simplest kind of this style 
of embroidery. ‘The additional enrich-

For Dante, the stern ascetic Dante, we would not choose flowers :

tical decoration. But there is no difficulty in finding fit subjects 
wherewith to decorate the ‘Divina Commedia’; for the great 
Christian poet, whose faith enabled him to reveal to us the mys- 
teries of the unseen world, almost all of the holy symbols are meet. 
It is hardly necessary to say that copies of the Holy Scsiptures, 
the Gospels, the Psalms, and books of devotion in general, may 
be decorated with embroidery of the most costly kind, During the 
middle ages it was lisual to bind the Holy Scriptures in the most 
magnificent style, often with corners and clasps of solid silver or 
gold, or with entire covers of the precious metals, adorned with 
beautiful enamelling, and set with precious stones. Embroidery 
on velvet, in bullion, would be very fit for covers of valuable books 
in the present day. Seed pearl and garnet or turquoise beads 
might be introduced at pleasure. 

I will return to this subject again in a future number, and giv 
designs for book-covers, together with directions for working a 


making them up; and I hope that among them the fair ‘‘ Penelo 
will find one that will answer her purpose. 


DESIGN, FOR BOOK-COVER. 


_The designs given must be executed in the mode describe 
viz.,on velvet, with the pattern cut out in card, and sewn ove 
with gold-coloured silk. ith regard to ‘‘ Penelope’s” question 
touching the making up, the matter must depend on the share ot 
manual skill possessed vee embroideress, and also on the degree 
of firmness and finish she wishes her work to attain. Bookbind- 
ing is an. art altogether distinct from needlework, and must be 
studied asia separate thing. We have heard of gentlemen amusing 
themselves with bookbinding, but we are not aware that any 
ladies have attempted it. It would, of course, require proper tools 
and apparatus, and lessons from an experienced hand, besides 
some practice, before neatness of finish could be attained, On the 
whole, we are inclined to think that a lady would do better to 
content herself with the decorative portion of the work, and then 
put the materials into the hands of a first-rate binder. 

We wish our fair readers all imaginable success in executing 
book-covers, but, nevertheless, we should be sorry to see the work- 
ing of articles for domestic use go outof fashion. ‘The tapestry hang- 
ings, &c., executed by the needle, which one meets with in old 
houses now and then, hsve acharm for many who do not care 
for them as works of art or specimens of antiquity; and what 
invests them with thet spell but the pictures of romance which 
they conjure up to all lovers of poetry, as being the work 
of fair hands which have long since mouldered to dust? I re- 
member, once, when staying in an old manor-house, to have

DESIGNS FOR BOOK-COVERS, 

Materials— Velvet over holland, strained in a frame. Pattern cut 
out in thin cardboard or parchment, and sewn over with gold 
thread or gold-colour silk ; centre enriched with bullion. 

The straight lines of division may be done with gold twist or bullion 

(a long piece laid down and fastened at each end on the reverse 

side of the work), or by laying down a piece of bobbin and sewing 

over it with gold thread or gold-colour silk. Coats of arms must 


be worked in silk, adding gold and silver thread if or and argent 
occur in the shield.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


BERLIN.—The negotiations between Prussia and Austria, con- 
cerning the definitive constitution of the Central Government of 
Germany, have completely failed. There is every probability that 
the reciprocal relations of the various German states will remain 
intact, and will be placed by the force of circumstances on the foot- 
ing of the treaty of 1815. 

Municu.—The trial of the murderer of Professor Schnay was 
concluded on the Mth inst. at ten o’clock. The counsel for the 
defendants employed nearly the whole day in making their defence. 
The jury retired for about an hour, and by their foreman pro- 
nounced both the accused guilty. Stoffer was declared guilty of 
the murder, Ludwig Dantinger was declared guilty of abetting, 
without which the murder could not have been effected. Sentence 
of death was then pronounced by the learned judge upon both 
prisoners. Stoffer, a ways collected, being questioned by the judge, 
said that he would reserve any further explanation ; but Dantinger— 
it was a thrilling moment in that solemnly silent hall—went towards 
the jury, his knees gave way under him, and, sinking to the ground, 
he exclaimed, “am justly condemned! Jam the murderer! I 
pray only for speedy execution, I cannot pray for mercy!” It is 
a remarkable fact'that, during the investigation, Dantinger, in being 
most minutely cross-questioned, gave a reserved assent to being an 
abettor; which rather tended to conceal the truth than otherwise. 

GREECE.—ATHENS —At eight o’clock in the evening of the lst 
instant, three hours after the departure of the French steamer for 
Marseilles, Mr. Green, the English consul at Athens, issued the 
following circular:—‘*I am instructed by her Majesty’s Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the King of Greece to inform you that her 
Majesty’s Government, having good hopes of obtaining a satisfactory 
settlement of their demands on the Greek Government, through the 
good offices of the Government of the French Republic. have given 
orders to Vice-Admiral Sir William Parker to suspend for a reason- 
ably limited period of time the coercive action of her Majesty's 
squadron, but nevertheless to retain the Greek vessels actually in 
his Poatee ions as pledges in deposit, until a final arrangement 
shall have been made,” &c. &e, (Signed) ‘ JouN Green,” This 
circular naturally caused a great deal of satisfaction throughout 
Athens, The next day, at the Pirmus, the admiral had raised the 
embargo from all the small Greek vessels, boats, &c. ‘The quays 
of the port were again thronged with people, busy loading and 
unloading, and barges and lighters were passing in and out, An 
impression has gone abroad that King Otho is irritated aygainst the 
British Government, and that his personal feelings will influence 
his Majesty in the negotiation of the present question, We are 
appy to be able to say, and that Bpon the highest authority, that 
this impression is entirely unfounded,

The 
police rendered great assistance to the firemen, by keeping acrowd, 
numbering some thousands, out of the reach of danger. 


Great Fire 1x Wesrmrnsrer.—On Saturday even- 
ing last a tremendous conflagration broke out on the extensive 
premises of Mr. Rigby, the well-known builder, in Holywell-street, 
Westminster, adjoining the Millbank Prison, and was not sabdued 
until a large amount of property was consumed. The premises, 
which covered a large area of ground, comprised sawmills fitted 
with valuable machinery, a long range of carpenters’ workshops, 
timber-yard, stabling, and other buildings required in the trade, 
They were more than 160 feet in depth, and bounded the rear of 
houses in Wilton-street, the workshops having @ large frontage In 
Earl-street.

western end of the workshops, and, before messengers could reach 
the respective engine-stations, the whole district was illuminated, 
In a very brief period the destructive element had obtained full 
possession of the range of premises in Har!-street, and, the stable 
being underneath, the greatest expedition was used in getting put 
the horses, carts, &c. ‘lhe engines speedily arrived at the scene, 
and a large body of police keeping the crowd back, which was very 
great, the firemen were enabled to attack the conflagration at every 
point. By ten o’clock a mastery was obtained, and the flames 
were prevented extending to the counting-house, dwelling, an 
other buildings fronting Holywell-street.

Tur Suave Trape.—The total number of deaths which 
took place amongst the officers and crews of her Majesty's ships 
employed in the slave trade on the coast of Africa, from 1840 
to 1848 inclusive, was 688, The mortality per cent. varied during 
that period from 2:1 to 79 per cent. The number of slave-vessels 
captured within the nine years was 625, of which 578 were con- 
demned. The total number of slaves captured was 38,033 Of 
these, 3192 were taken in 1840; 4519 in 1841; 3177 in 1842; 38612 
in 1843; in 1844, 3472; in 1846, 4443; in 1846, 2200; in 1847, 
6706; and in 1848, 6712. The number of deaths which occurred 
among the slaves between capture and adjudicature was 3941, 


Mormon Sociauists,—M, Cabet, the founder of the 
Icarian Community of Nauvoo, has resigned the plenary authority 
intrusted to him by the contract of the colonists, and substituted 
in its place a regency of six members, to be elected annually. A 
modification in the constitution is proposed, bringing it into 
accordance with the democratic institutions of this country. The 
election under the new arrangement took place Feb. 3, when M. 
Cabet was elected president of the regency and of the community.

W Kiernan was proceeding from his stable to his dwelling-house 
at Loughorna, accompanied by Patrick Ryan, who is caretaker to 
Mr. Francis Kiernan, Dublin, he was fired at from behind a quick- 
set ditch, from which he was only about five yards. Mr Kiernan 
carried at the time, under his leftaim, a double: barrel fowling- piece, 
which was struck in four places by the discharge of either slugs or 
nails, which indented the barrel, and in one part perforated it. One of 
the slugs also grazed a finger of therighthand, M;. Kiernan,being 
neither daunted nor terrified, turned in the direction whence the shot 
came, when his man told hin—* Fire, sir—quick, fire,” and fired at 
his murderous assailants, who in an instantatter fired athimasecond 
shot, which passed between him and Ryan, who were standing 
within a yard of each other. Mr, Kiernan then advanced to the 
ditch and fired a second time, which it is supposed caused them to 
decamp. The evening being quite dark, Mr. Kiernan was unable 
to identify the fellows, or to observe the exact position in which they 
stood, so as to, take effectual aim at them, He immediately pro- 
ceeded to his house, and informed the police of the occurrence. In 
the morning he examined where they lay in ambush, and, from the 
ground on whieh they stood to take his life being in a direct line 
with the hedge through which they fired, it is thought he must have 
wounded some of the ruffians, for there appears to have been more 
than one. The most active preparations are being made for their 
discovery and apprehension. ‘Ihis is the third attempt that has 
been made to assassinate Mr. Kiernan, whose uncle, Mr. Francis 
Kiernan, Dublin, is receiver over the lands of Loughorna, from 
which tenants were recently evicted for non-payment of rent.

Woman in France during the Lighteenth Century. 
Kavanagh. Two vols. Smith and Elder, 

The memoirs of those beautiful worthless women whose 
names form a large portion of the catalogue appended to these 
volumes had, perhaps, better been left unwritten, unless it was 
expected that, by rousing the detestation of good minds, their 
vices might be turned to the account of virtue. But we doubt 
if such a result would be sufficiently large to counterbalance 
the opposite effects of publishing the triumphs of these dis- 
graces to their sex, We must remember that there are bad 
minds as well as good ones; minds to which beauty without 
virtue has a charm; and if ever there were women whose vices 
might be said to be veiled by personal loveliness and 
mental talents, the women of France may claim to stand first 
upon the list. We do not mean to impute an error to the 
talented pen which has so ably composed the memoirs before 
us. Every fault is condemned as it ought to be; and, even had 
these two volumes not been put together, there is enough to 
be found elsewhere open to the objection we have made. It 
may be lawful in those who only look for wit and fascination 
in women to dwell on some of the lives recorded here; but for 
our own part, as we think every one must regret that they 
ever attained fame in their own time — being intrinsic- 
ally infamous—the less that is made of them now the better, 
for young readers at least. We confess we lay ourselves 
open to a charge of primitive notions; old-world principles, 
which won’t do for these enlightened times; but we doubt the 
latter position, and, if our doubts are unfounded, we tremble for 
the morality of the age. If women fall from the sternest purity, 
what is to become of men? And though it may be impossible 
to relate the history of France without, in some measure, men- 
tioning her flagitious heroines, the less said of their charms and 
accomplishments, we think, the better. 

But there are instances of great and splendid women, intrin- 
sically so, as weil as made splendid by the events which tried 
them. To these we would rather turn our attention now; and, 
as our space is limited, we will turn to the greatest sufferer of 
those eventful times, of which the second’ volume treats, We 
had intended to take the life of Marie Antoinette, and, 
trace, from her marriage upwards, her sad career; but the task 
would exceed the space we can command; and, therefore, 
without pausing to note the gradual decay of that popularity 
which caught up the chorus, ‘ Chantons, célébrons notre 
reine,’ upon her entering the Opera, and repeated it, to her 
honour, until she ascended the place of execution, we wil! pass 
on to page 200 of the second volume, when the falling glories 
of the French monarch set for ever in a dungeon of the 
Temple :— 

MARIE-ANTOINETTE’S CAPTIVITY, 

“ Marie-Antoinette had been incarcerated ten months, when 
Madame Roland was thrown into prison. The Queen and the Re- 
publican inspirer of the Gironde had met a like fate. The scaffold, 
which awai ed them both, was to complete the resemblance between 
their destinies. 

“ Well known as are the details of the captivity of the royal 
family in the Temple, they cannot be omitted here. We have 
seen the Queen in her prosperity, it is fitting to behold her in 
misfortune, In reading once more that sad history, it will perhaps 
be found easier to understand how, notwithstanding her errors, 
Marie- Antoinette has left a name to which, through all the changes 
of political creeds, pity and admiration will ever cling. 

‘‘ The Temple, to which the royal family were transferred after 
the 10th of August, was an old, gloomy building, erected and 
inhabited by the Knights-Templar of the middle ages. It stoodin 
a walled enclosure, of which the gates were shut every night. 
Debtors found a safe refuge in this place, which their creditors had 
no power to invade; but their presence, and the narrow streets 
and low dwellings in which they lived, rendered this little neigh. 
bourhood very mean and unhealthy. ‘ The tower,’ obgerves Cl ry, 
in his narrative, ‘ is about a hundred and fifty feet high, and consists 
of four stories; to this place it was that Louis and ‘his unfortunate 
family were removed. The Bastille presented nothing of equal 
horror: around the foot of the tower was dug a wide fee ditch, 
and the part of the garden reserved for the walk of the august 
prisoners was enclosed by an immensely high wall; the doors, 
which were made of iron, were so low and so narrow that it was 
necessary to bend double and move sideways to pass the threshold ; 
scarcely any light was suffered to enter through the windows, from 
the slanting screens which were placed over them, and the thick 
iron bars with which they were secured.’ 

“Louis XVI. accepted this sudden change of fortune with his 
usual resignation; his pious sister, as a trial sent by Heaven; 
Marie-Antoinette, with subdued and silent indignation,” 
' Here the severities they endured were beyond description. 
Even their misery was sought to be augmented, and the King 
was abruptly separated from his family; but the despair of 
the Queen was so overwhelming and deep, her threats of 
allowing herself to die of hunger so vehement, that even the 
gaoler was melted to tears; and, in spite of the order of the 
Commune, Louis was permitted to take his meals with his 
family. Their prison life is thus sketched :— 

The life of the royal family had all the monotony without the 
seclusion of captivity. Watched on every side, they could scarcely 
hold any real communication with one another. ‘The King rose 
early, and prayed and read until nine, at which time he met his 
family at breaktast. When this meal was over, Cléry combed out 
the hair of the Princesses, whilst Louis instructed his son, chiefly in 
Beography. At twelve the whole family went down to the pide A 
garden which lay at the foot of their prison. They were followed, 
even there, by insults; which changed these hours of freedom into 
hours of punishment. The distant windows which overlooked the 
Temple were, however, often thronged with sym athizing friends, 
whose looks and gestures of pity and love cheered the royal captives. 
At two they went up to dinner; this meal was embittered by the 
Presence of their gaolers, who cheeked everything like freedom and 
confidence, Notwithstanding the severity with which they were 
Watched, the prisoners, however, found means to hold some inter- 
course with their friends, and even to learn the néws, Paid news- 
Venders passed under the windows of the Temple, and, whilst 
appearing to hawk their papers, eontrived to let the King know their 
contents. The Princesses worked and read during the afternoon. 

In the AU Le relates Cléry, * the family sat round a table, whilst 
the Queen read to them from books of history, or other instructive 
works. Often, and unexpectedly, she met with narratives of events 
that bore too great a resemblance to their fate. These would give 
birth to the most melancholy reflections: Madame Elizabeth was 
then obliged to take up the book. The reading generally con- 


tinued until eight, when I ith 
always heard him say his eee Danphin his supper: the Queen 


‘' The gaolers manifested more sever! 
as the days of their captivity increased. The Princesses were com- 
pelled to mend their own Clothes, those of the King and of the 
children, to sweep the floors of their prigon, and perform many 
menial offices. But it was chiefly the ceaseless insults and annoy-

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ances to which they were subjected that embittered their lot. 
These outrages were, however, seidom directed to the Queen. Her 
imposing dignity awed even ltoucher and Simon, if not into respect, 
at least into silence. Their gross provocations were addressed to 
the King and his gentle sister, who endured everything with heroic 
patience. Calmly resigned to her fate, Madame Elizabeth might 
often be seen kneeling in prayer atthe foot of her bed, She would 
remain there for hours in the same attitude, serene and beautiful, 
like a being of another and a better world,” 


But the King’s trial barred all hope. Andnow we come toa 
heart-rending scene. 

THEIR LAST INTERVIEW. 

“* As long as the trial lasted, the royal family were forbidden to 
see the King; they would have learned none of the details of the 
trial itself, but for the zeal and ingenious stratagems of Cléry: 
through his means they were even able to correspond with 
Louis XVI. With more grief than surprise they learned that he 
was condemned; and now their last despairing thought was, ‘ Should 
they see him once more?’ They were not refused this final conso- 
lation, At half-past eight on the evening of the 20th of January, 
1798, the King once more beheld his family, As the door of his 
apartment opened, the Queen and her son entered first, Madame 
Elizabeth and the young Princess followed. They all four alternately 
clasped him in their arms with convulsive sobs and bursts of grief, 
which lasted for more than halfan hour. The King at length sat 
down ; the Queen placed herself on his left, Madame Elizabeth on 
his right, and his children before him and between his knees, 
Although the room in which they sat had a glass door, through 
which commissaries could behold all that passed, they could not 
hear what the King said. He spoke purposely in a low tone, but 
the horrified gestures of Marie-Antoinette showed that the whole 
of the truth had not until then been revealed to her. The bearing 
of Louis XVI. was admirably calm, tender, and subdued, during 
the whole of this trying scene. An hour and three-quarters had 
thus elapsed, when the King rose to part from his family, He 
slowly advanced with them towards the door, The Queen and the 
Dauphin were on his right. Madame Elizabeth leaned on her 
brother’s left shoulder, Madame Royale held her father, clasped 
around the waist; they spoke not, but the whole room was filled 
with the sound of their tears and lamentations. ‘I assure you,’ 
said Louis, ‘that I will see you again ateight to-morrow morning.’ 
‘You promise it?’ they all exclaimed. ‘ Yes, I promise,’ he 
replied. ‘ Why not at seven?’ asked the Queen, ‘Let it be at 
seven, then,’ said her husband; ‘ farewell!’ he then added, in a 
tone so solemn and so deep that his daughter, as if with a con- 
sciousness of the truth, fainted away at his feet. With one more 
embrace, the King tore himself from them. . } 

“ The agony of that night was softened to Marie- Antoinette by 
the thought that she should see her husband again on the morrow; 
but seven and eight o clock struck, and she received no summons 
to meet the King: it was Louis himself that had declined the 
interview, lest it should prove too trying for those he loved. The 
whole of that dreadful day was spent by Marie- Antoinette in long 
fainting fits, only interrupted by bursts of agonizing grief, Time, 
which subdued the expression of her sorrow, could not change its 
nature, A sort of despairing resignation took possession of her 
soul: she had ceased to hope, and she now felt like one for whom 
the struggle of life was henceforth over, 

The fall of the Girondists hastened the consummation of 
that bloody tragedy which commenced with the murder of the 
King, ‘it was then decided that the Queen should be tried, 
and that the Dauphin should previously be taken from her. 
The officers of the Convention who came to execute this bar- 
barous order met with unexpected resistance, Casting away 
every feeling of queenly dignity or silent pride, the mother 
placed herself before the bed of her son, and vehemently 
declared that, though they might kill her, they should not 
touch her child, For two hours she defended him against all 
their efforts. They at length threatened to kill him in her 
arms if she resisted any longer, Upon this she embraced him, 
dressed him, and weepingly delivered him up. The unhappy 
and innocent child was handed over to the shoemaker, Simon: 
his mother never saw him again, Through the slits of the 
boards which surrounded the platform of her tower, she some- 
times, after hours of watching, caught distant glimpses of him 
on the platform of the tower where he was confined, but that

Pease the beautiful Marie- Antoinette perished in her 
thirty-seventh year. With her the female morality of the 
French court was restored, as far as a Queen could restore it ; 
and to that fact, amongst many others, she owed her untimely 


death.

Exursirion or Works oF ANCIENT AND MEDIAVAL 

RT.—-The Royal Society of Arts have formed, in their rooms in the 
Adelphi, a collection of works of ancient and mediwval art which 
Must attract a very large share of public curiosity and interest. 
¢ idea of this exhibition is an extremely happy one, as it forms 
a fitting prelude to the great industrial display of 1851. The 
oyal Society of Arts, therefore, have done well in throwing open 
to the public an exhibition where the manufacturer can correct his 
taste and refine his judgment, and where all who have a reverence 
for the past can revive and refresh their impressions by the study 
of objects in every way calculated to awaken curiosity and admira- 
tion, Among the enamels there is one of the translucid kind. 
This Splendid specimen is exhibited in a cup belonging to the cor- 
Poration of Lynn, and called ‘‘ King John’s Cup’’; it is of silver, 
Partially gilt, and decorated with figures, accompanied by symbols 
of the sline on an enamelled field. The painted enamels are also a 
Choice collection. Among them is a picture of the Annunciation, 
Temarkable for its high finish and brilliant colouring, being decorated 
with imitations of gems. This work is of the fifteenth century, and is 
© property of Mr. C. S. Ball. Jewellery and personal ornaments also 
form Among other objects of interest

In this department worthy of note is a ewer of sardonyx, mounted in 
Sold, enamelled, and enriched with precious stones. This splendid 
Work of art, before the first Revolution, formed part of the crown 
Jewels of France, but is now the property of Viscountess Beresford. 
N this collection there is also a small book of private prayers 1n a 
Massive gold enamelled cover, which belonged to Queen Elizabeth. 
ere is also a locket in the shape of a heart, which belonged to 
ary Queen of Scots, and a gold ring found on the site of the Field 

of the Cloth of Gold. ‘The exhibition of clocks and watchwork is, as 
Mizht be expected, extremely curious, containing an astrological 
table-clock made for Sigismund the Great, King of Poland, in 1526; 
® Unicorn standing on a pedestal which forms a clock; an wctagon 
Watch, a cruciform watch, anda lady’s watch, the works of which are 
in a box of blue steel, enclosed in another of gold filagree of Genoese 
work, ‘Lhere is also a silver clock-watch, made by Edward Kast, 
of London, for King Charles I., in 1640, and which the King gave 
to Mr, Herbert in memory of him immediately after being sum- 
moned to the scaffold, One division in the collection is devoted to 
ctile manufactures, and comprises Greek and Etruscan, Roman 
ella Robbia ware, Italian Majolica, German, and .F lemish stone 
ware, Henry LI. (of France) ware, Palissy ware, Bottcker ware, 
and terra cotta. This department of the exhibition is not inferior 


in the interest which it affords to any other. 


The specimens of 
Della Robbia ware will attract peculiar attention, as the method in 
which they were manufactured has now been lost, Of the collec- 
tion of bronzes, one of the principal features is an Italian foun- 
tain, formed of two terminal figures, surmounted by a group of 
‘Theseus carrying away the Queen of the Amazons.’ ‘This 
belongs to her Majesty. Next to the works in metal come those 
in sculpture and carving; and here the collection is hardly 
less rich and diversified than in the section already de- 
scribed. The specimens exhibited are in wood, ivory, and 
stone, and are all executed with a delicacy and finish which 
may well excite astonishment and admiration, In_this depart- 
ment of the exhibition by far the most remarkable object is 
a rosary, the designs of which are attributed to Holbein. This 
relic belonged formerly to Henry VIII, and has represented on it 
all the mysteries of the life of our Saviour compared with the prin- 
cipal events of the Oid Testament. Nothing can exceed the delicacy 
of the workmanship. Besides these classes of objects the exhibition 
comprises some rare old paintings; tapestry of Brussels manufac- 
ture, wrought from designs by Rubens; embroidery, including, 
among other things, the state palls of the Worshipful Companies of 
Saddlers and Ironmongers; lace, leather-work, armour, and lapida- 
ries’ work. In the collection of armour there is a magnificent 
rapier, damascened with silver, the property of her Majesty, which 
well deserves attention, ‘Ihe exhibition is now open to the public. 
The private view, which suceceded the inspection of his Royal 
Highness Prince Albert, was densely crowded, the LADIES greatly 
predominating in the assemblage. re 
We have this week selected from this most important exhibition, 
a few slight objects which are of interest and easy of execution.

Dr. Layarn’s Ressarcurs.— Dr. Layard (says the 
Atheneum) has effected an entrance into a room in the old Nimroud 
palace, containing an extraordinary assortment of relics—shields, 
swords, pater, bowls, crowns, caidrons, ornaments in ivory and 
mother-of-pearl, &e, The vessels are formed of a kind of copper, 
or rather tbronze—some perfectly preserved, and as bright as gold 
when the rust is removed, The engravings and embossing on them 
are very beautiful and elaborate; and comprise the same mythic 
subjects which are found on the robes of the figures in the sculp- 
ture—men struggling with lions, warriors in chariots, and hunting 
scenes, Now a serious question occurs to us—are these precious 
relics, when they arrive at Busrah, to be intrusted to any ignorant 
and careless ship captain who may be ready to convey them to 
England? We have not forgotten the fate of the last cargo of 
curious ivories, glass, &c., which suffered such wanton outrage or 
the voyage and at Bombay. If the Government really feel an 
interest in Dr. Layard’s proceedings, a vessel should be sent from 
Bombay expressly to receive his consignments; but we fancy there 
is little chance of any such step being taken. At Koyunjik Dr. 
Layard has uncovered a very interesting series of slabs, showing 
the process of building the mounds and palaces. 


Tue House or ABELARD AND He xoise.—The quays 
of Paris (says the Builder) are unrivalled, and there is little more 
to be done to make them uniform in width and grandeur. Amongst 
the changes they have necessitated has been the demolition of the 
house formerly inhabited by Abelard and Heloise, on the Quay 
Napoleon, No.9, at the corner of the Rue des Chantres.

Beethoven’s stupendous overture to “ Leonora” (says a 
critical contemporary) was given in splendid style at the last 
Philharmonic Concert. This is one of the four which the master 
wrote for the opera of ‘Fidelio’? before he could satisfy himself. 
It was the third essay, and rejected by him in consequence, we 
believe, of its great length. In the others, the treatment of the 
stringed instruments displeased him in the first, and the wind 
instruments in the second (see Schindler’s ‘‘ Life of Beethoven”’). 
What a lesson is this to young composers! Beethoven was far 
advanced in his career when he projected the opera, and with all his 
experience, knowledge of means, and wonderful imagination, how 
instructive is it to observe the difficulty which he found in realizing 
his conceptions, or working up to that standard of ideal excellence 
which deep reflection and unwearied study had raised in his mind ! 
Every point of this admirable composition was brought out with 
the most appropriate expression, producing a result which left 
nothing to be desired.

THE LOGGING SYSTEM. 

MIDDLESEX SeEsstons.—The March general adjourned session of the 
peace for the county of Middlesex commenced on Tuesday morning, at the 
Scssions-house, Clerkenwell.

OBTAINING MONEY FRAUDULENTLY FROM THE DUKE OF 
WELLINGTON, ; 

At Marlborough-street Henrietta Stanley, known to the Mendicity Society, 
and a man who was with her, and who gave the name of Henry John Stanley, 
a returned transport, was brought before Mr. Bingham, charged with having 
obtained various sums of money toa considerable amount from his Grace 
the Duke of Wellington by fraudulent pretences, ‘The prisoners were 
apprehended by Horsford, of the Mendicity Society, who had been employed 
to trice them out, in consequence of information which the society had 
received. In their possession, when apprehended, were the halves of two 
£5 notes, about £25 in cash, and two handsome gold watches, with heavy 
gold guard-chains attached, and a silver Geneva watch, with a solid gold 
guard-chain, Mr. Bodkin was in attendance ‘on the purt of the prosecution. 
— William Horsford, one of the Mendicity Society’s officers, said, in con- 
sequence of orders from the manager, Captain Wood, he had been for the 
last month on the watch for the female prisoner, who had passed at various 
times under the names of Stanley, Stone, Jones, Walton, and other names. 
Last Saturday witness saw a letter sent from the residence of the Duke of 
Wellington, in reply to an_ application for money, posted in Down-street to 
be left at the post-office, Kennington, The letter was posted, registered by 
the Duke of Wellington’s secretary, At about twenty minutes past five 
o’clock on Saturday afternoon the woman called for the letter and received 
it. Witness finally took the man and woman into custody for obtaining 
money under false pretences from the Duke of Wellington.—Mr. Bingham 
asked Horsford if he, on bis oath, would be in a condition by Thursday next 


<to bring forward evidence in proof of the charge,—Horsford replied that he

¥ LAMEN TABLE CASE.—MAN AND WIFE. 

At Westminster, Mr. Charles Leman Greaves, a solicitor, residing at 
24, Walpole-street, Chelsea, oases on Saturday to a summons charging 
him with using threatening language of a most serious description to 
Octavia, his wife, whereby she apprehended personal violence, Mr, Her- 
ring, a solicitor, appeared for the complainant, and Mr. Nagle, the barrister, 
for the defentant. The circumstances of the case, as detailed by Mr. Her- 
ring, and given in evidence by the complainant, are briefly these t~Mre, 
Greaves, who has been married to the defendant eleven years, and has four 
children by him still living, has of late, owing to the intemperate habits of 
her husband, who is addicted to drinking, and her refusal to sign some 
document against his own brother, been subjected to very cruel treatment 
at his hands. In December Jast he threw a knife at her twice, on one 
of which occasions it struck her in the side, and the consequence of this 
act, with the fright it occasioned, was a premature labour, she being enceinte 
atthe time. On the 27th of February, the day on which the offence ebarged 
in the gummons was committed, he was shaving himself, when he again 
spoke to her with respect to proceedings against his brother, when, know- 
ing his irritability, and pot. wishing to have any words, she left the room; 
but he followed her up stairs, tore the cap from hey head, and threatened 
to cut her throat if she did not return to the room she had left. Her sister, 
who, from her feeling of danger, lived in the house with them, then eame 
to her assistance. He had so frequently threatened complainant’s life, and 
ill used her, that she was afraid of him, and apprehended personal violence,— 
Mr. Nagle cross-examined the complainant to show that she had remained 
ju the house ten days after this with the defendant, and.slept with him, and 
that he had not used any violence to her, She accounted for this by stating 
that he had exacted a promise from her that she would not leave; but, as 
that promise was made under the influence of threats, she had not con- 
sidered it binding, and had left for the house of ber brother, in Connaught- 
terrace. On the very day she left, defendant declared she should have no peace 
unless she consented to take proceedings against his brother.—M r.Nagle: Did 
he ever threaten you before this ?—Comp ainant: He said, upon the occasion 
of my discharging @ favourite servant of his, that I should not live a twelve- 
month.—Mr. Nagle: Has he not promised amendment ?—Complainant: He 
has frequently made such promises, but broke them an hour afterwards.— 
Mr. Nagle: Was not his conduct ordinarily very kind, until within a short 

eriod ?-~Complainant; No; he has been unkind all along, but worse lately. 

should not have lived with him but for my sister being in the house,—In 
her re-examination by Mr. Herring, complainant declared that up to 
the very time © her leaving she was under threats, and repeated 
that she left because she was afraid defendant would do her some 
bodily injury. He was much addicted to drunkenness, — Mr, Nagle, 
on the part of his client, said that no man more sincerely regretted his 
conduct than he (defendant) did, and admitted that his wife was one of 
the most amiable women alive. Since she had left him he had felt himself 
very unhappy, and, if she would return to him, he promised never, by word 
or deed, to give her the slightest annoyance. His client was a highly- 
repsectable man, and if she would return he would not attempt in auy way 
to coerce her, and would undertake to turn over altogether a new leaf.—Mr, 
Burrell was glad to hear that he heartily repented of his conduct, as it might 
be the means hereafter of effecting 4 reconciliation between the parties; but 
he (the magistrate) could not take promises in lieu of securities. Defendant 
must find bail, himself in £100, and two securities in £50 each.—Ag the case 
was decided at a late period of the afternoon, defendant, who after the 
decision had solicited a private interview with his wife, which she refused, 
had no time to procure the sureties, and was locked up and sent to prison in 
default.—'The wife stated that, for the sake of her children, she would, when 
defendant was able to find bail, and was consequently restrained by being 
under securities, again endeavour to live with him, 

A LADY’S CHAIN, 


At Worship-street, Mr. George Watson, a silversmith and jeweller in 
Norton-folgate, was summoned before Mr. Hammill for refusing to deliver 
up a gold neckchain, the property of a lady named Mitchell, whose 
husband is superintendent of works at Grimsby —the lady stated that 
she came to London moe a fortnight ago, and, having temporarily 
put upata railway coffee- ouse in the vicinity of the terminus of the 
Eastern Counties Railway, applied to the landlady of the house to recom- 
mend her some respectable tradesman in the neighbourhood who would 
undertake the alteration of some of her jewellery which was out of repair, 
‘The landlady mentioned the defendant, who carried on business close to her 
house, and on going there she saw his shopman, named Reid, but whom she 
supposed at the time to be the defendant himself, to whom she showed her 
neckchain, which he requested her to leave, and he wonld have it properly 
repaired by the next day. On calling at the time appoinied she saw Miss 
Watson, the defendant's courin, who told her she was mistaken. as she knew 
nothing whatever about the chain, but that she had better call again; this 
she accordingly did the succeeding day, and then again saw Reid, who denied 
all recollection of any such transaction, and declared that no chain had been 
left there !—Mr. Hammill said (we think, most properly) that he entirely 
exonerated the defendant himself from any personal blame in the transaction : 
but the evidence had so conclusively proved to his mind that the chain had 
been really left at his shop as the lady hud described, that he felt bound to 
order him to at once restore itor pay its value, which was estimated at £4; 
and he should also, as the lady had been kept in town for a number of days 
at great inconvenience and expense, award her an additional sum of £2 to 
compensate her for her trouble in tha, respect.
